The king, hearing that the iſlanders did wick miſchief d 
about, came with a great army to the town of Cambridge, and 
quartered there. But the king of Alemaine, that is, Richard, 
the king's brother, quartered in the priory of Barnwell. The 
king cauſed gates to be ſet up, and trenches to be made round 
the town, with the utmoſt expedition. The king's men went 
out every day towards the Iſle, to try to catch any of the 
iſlanders. Several of the iſlanders went out one day, truſting 
to their own courage, and began to do miſchief, as they 
uſed to do in the village of Horningeſeye, in contempt of 
the king; but the king's men took four of them, the reſt 
fled to their boats [¶nabes]l. Three of them had their heads 
chopt off. The fourth was Walter de Cotenham, who had 
been made a knight in the iſle, and him they hanged upon a 
gibbet. And from that day the inhabitants of the country 
were more ſecure as long as the king ſtayed there. But in a little 
time news” came that the earl of Glouceſter had taken London: 
the king immediately haſtened thither with his whole army, and 
left Cambridge to ſhift for itſelf without a garriſon ; which as 
ſoon as the iſlanders knew, they came with a great party of 
ſoldiers to Cambridge, and burnt the gates which the king had 
ſet up; and they alſo plundered and burnt all the houſes 
where the king had been entertained, and did a great deal 
of other miſchief. As for the burghers of Cambridge, they 
all fled as ſoon as they heard of their coming; ſo that there 
was nobody left to oppoſe them. The ſoldiers, in their return

The prior of Barnwell had a wood in Brunne, joining upon the 
way called Arming-ftreet, and it happened that on feria u 
ante diem Paſche there came two noted rich merchants from 
about Stamford, and three firangers wth them. They drank 
together at Caxton, and went on, and when they came under 
the priar's wood in Arming-fireet way (it was after ſunſet, about 
ſuch time as they went to church to perform that fervice which 
in thoſe times was called Tænebræ) the ſtrangers ſet upon the two 
tradeſmen, knocked them off their horſes, killed, and robbed 
chem. The cries of the tradeſmen were heard in Stow church ; 
but the robbers, having got all they had, came the ſame night w 
Royſton Lad villam de Cruce Roy I; and being aſked how they came 
Go panda, and what made their dloaths fo bloody, they fad, 
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« that they had Ike to have been killed by thie vos, and that they 


« efcaped their hands with much difficulty.“ But the next morn- 
ing, the men were found dead, and it was immediately reported 
every where, that the prior's carpenters, whom he had ſent thither 
to fell his wood, and who lay there in a hut night and day, had 
killed them. But when the coroner's inqueſt came to ſit on the 
bodies, they acquitted the maſter carpenter, whoſe name was Peter 
de Burg, becauſe it was proved that he was at-Brunne church at 
the time when the murder was committed. 

The report of this murder coming to king Edward, u ate 
how and where they were killed, he ſent out an edi through- 
out all England, commanding all the woods through which the 
common road lies, on both fides the king's highway, for the 
breadth, of 60 feet, to be cut down; and there was time fixed 
for the owners of the woods to do it in, under a heavy penalty. 
When the prior of Barnwell heard of this, he canſed all the 
trees ftanding upon the banks of the ditches to be felled, and 
the ditches to be filled and leveled, and all the underwood to be 
ftubbed up to the breadth of 60 feet, for fear of falling into 
the kings hands. And William Baldwyn did the ſame by his 
wood of, Stow, oppoſite to it, and ſo made the IE Wd:

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John {ds Foutibas), biſhop of Ely, dedicated the chapet of the 
infirmary /to- the honour of St. Peter, in the time of prior 
Laurence, in the Gch year of king Henry Fitz John, 1222, the 
Gth of the nones of Oftober; he granted five days indulgence upon 
this ocraſim, and therefore every year, upon the anniverſary of 
the dedication, 2 folemn maſs i celebrate4 in that chapet *. 

The fame biſhop dedicated the chapel of St. Mary to the 
honour of the bleſſed virgin and St. Edmund, king and martyr, 
in the time alſo of prior Laurence, anno 1229, upon St. Agnes 
day, 12 Kal. Jan. and allowed 40 days mdulgence; and there- 
fore cvery year, upon St. Agnes day, the maſs of dedication 
is celebrated, and upon St. Edmund's day 12 Kal. bee. the maſs 
of the martyr is celebrated in that chapel *. .

The village of Barnwell ſtands 7 half a mile eaſt of Cam- 
bridge, and the clitpet (being Part of the antient priory, of 
which we have already treated at large) ſtands about the middle 
of the village; which is Wholly ſituate in Preachers Ward.
